If it were not for the WPA, 
and the earlier CWA, the Brother- 
hood of Painters would have even 
less members than it has now. 


MEMBERSHIP DROPS 


The membership of the Brother- 
hood in 1929 was 120,000. Accord- 
ing to the dues payments to the 
American Federation of Labor in 
1936, the membership of 
Brotherhood is about 65,000. 

In the meantime, the general 
executive board kept its full force 
of vice-presidents, organizers and 
assistant organizers on the payroll. 

What these officials have done 
or whom they have organized is 
difficult. to discover. Certainly they 
have brought no new members into 
the organization and have done 
nothing to stem the loss of thou- 
sands of their former members. 

Yet the financial statement of the 
general executive board would prove 
that hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, if not millions, were paid out

Ignoring the attitude of the gen- 
eral executive board, painters 
throughout the country participated 
actively in the struggle for social 
and unemployment insurance. 


PROGRESSIVE ADVANCE 


The progressive stand of the

board was defeated a number of 
times in its attempts to smash the 
growing progressive sentiment.

That is why Labor’s Non-Partisan League 
is going full steam ahead with its mass meet- 
ings for the Roosevelt Court reform on April 
19 in all the big cities of the country.

The Sixth Anniversary 
Of the Spanish Republic 


Today is the sixth anniversary of the 
abdication of the hated Bourbon, Alfonso 
XIII, monarch of Spain. 

That was a joyous day, April 14, 19381. 
After a nationwide series of municipal elec- 
tions, in which the democratic forces won the 
votes of the people “as an arrow in the heart 
of the monarchy,” Alfonso was persuaded 


by his advisers to flee and await a new up-

Reaction 
stepped into the boots of the state power, 
and nurturing Fascism, struck hard in Octo- 
ber, 1934. The aftermath was what the Fas- 
cists did not exactly wish—the creation of 
the People’s Front of Spain and the glorious 
electoral victory of February 16, 1936.

Winterer went on to say that in Germany an ab- 
solutely false idea of the civil war is spread among 
the soldiers. They were told that the Spanish na- 
tionalists were fighting the Russians. When asked 
if he had met any Russians he said that he had not, 
adding, “Indeed, if the Russians were leading in the 
Spanish war there should be some amongst Franco’s 
prisoners, but I have not seen any.” 

He related how he had left Kiel in the company of 
15 other aviators and mechanics, and went directly to 
Cadiz. Before leaving they all had to sign a docu- 
men saying that they left voluntarily and undertook 
not to write to their families. They were promised 
that on their return from Spain they should receive a 
sum of money and that the time spent there should 
count as years of service. They proceeded to Seville 
where he was housed in the Hotel Ingles, which with 
many other hotels had been requisitioned for Ger- 
man Officers,

Of France situation he said: “I am convinced 
that the Spanish people will never live under Franco. 
Here are two proofs of this. One night I was sitting 
in the Hotel Ingles with some German, Italian and 
Spanish officers, when stones were thrown at the win- 
dow. The Spanish officers ran to it with their re- 
volvers in their hands, but it was too dark to see any- 
one. The officers remarked that Seville was still ‘red’ 
and that we should only have peace when we had shot 
a few thousand there. The second ingtance: occurred 
on the Satiirday after the fall of Malaga. I was in 
Salamanca. The headquarters staff of this town was 
holding a ‘fete.’ I must say that all I saw of it was 
a military parade of the Moroccan troops and of the 
Legion. Scarcely 500 civilians took part in this ‘fete’ 
wnich confirmed my opinion that the cause of Franco 
is no more than the cause of generals and poten- 
tates.” 

Winterer was asked if he believed that he was 


a priscner, and only now can I collect my ideas after 
the experience I have acquired. I do not kn hat 
you will do with me, bis I consider it my duty to 
tell German youth of the great crimes of Hitler and 
Franco. I have a right to do this, who have fought 
and risked my life.
